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Applicants' remarks and amendments, filed on December 24, 2008, have been 
carefully considered. Claims 11,13, and 14 have been canceled; no new claims have 
been added. 

Claims 1-10, 12, and 15-27 remain pending in this application. 
Support for the amendments to claim 1 can be found in the Specification at page 
7, lines 9 and 10, and at page 9, line 25. 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Applicants' Priority Document was filed on January 3, 2006. 

Withdrawn Objections and Rejections 

The objection to claim 1 1 stated in the previous Office Action has been 
withdrawn in view of Applicants' amendment thereto. 

The 101 rejection of claims 11-14 stated in the previous Office Action has been 
withdrawn in view of Applicants' cancellation of claims 11, 13, and 14, and in view of 
Applicants' amendment to claim 12. 

The 102(b) rejection of claims 1-5 and 11-14 as being anticipated by Chao et al. 
(U. S. Patent No. 5,230,789) stated in the previous Office Action has been withdrawn in 
view of Applicants' amendment to claim 1 , and in view of Applicants' cancellation of 
claims 11,13, and 14. 
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Response to Arguments 

In response to Applicants' request for the Examiner's rationale that Chao et al. 
disclose a composite with atomic ratios of Si/AI = 15 and P/AI = 0.7, the Examiner 
respectfully submits that the calculations Applicants employed to obtain the Si/AI and 
P/AI for Samples 3 and 4 in Chao et al. were employed using the percentage range 
endpoints of 90 percent for Si0 2 , 5 percent for Al 2 0 3 , and 5 percent for P 2 0 5 . 

In any event, Chao et al. do not teach a Si/AI atomic ratio of 20 to 250, as is now 
claimed by Applicants. 

Response to Amendment 

2. The Declaration under 37 CFR 1 .132 filed December 24, 2008, would be 
sufficient to overcome any 103(a) rejection of claims 1-10, 12, and 17 based upon Chao 
et al., if such a rejection would have been made. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-10, 12, and 15-27 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach a catalytically active amorphous porous 
solid, comprising a mixed oxide of silicon, aluminum, and phosphorus, said mixed oxide 
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having an atomic ratio Si/AI ranging from 20 to 250, an atomic ratio P/AI of at least 0.1 
and not higher than 3.5, a total pore volume ranging from 0.5 to 2.0 ml/g, with an 
average diameter ranging from 3 to 40 nm, and a specific surface area ranging from 
200 to 1000 m 2 /g. 

The prior art also does not teach or suggest the claimed method for preparing 
said catalytically active amorphous porous solid. 

As stated above, Chao et al. does not teach or suggest the claimed Si/AI atomic 
ratio as now claimed. Further, Chao et al. do not teach or suggest the claimed step of 
combining the amorphous composite with an inert inorganic binder. The method 
disclosed in Chao et al. differs from the claimed method in that Chao et al. do not teach 
or suggest the employment of a tetra-alkylammonium hydroxide, or of a silicate of at 
least one hydrocarbon residue.
